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Blind Justice. 

Justice haB beon paintod blind. In 
eotoe countries it is represented as hav- 
ing one eyo open— open, as it wero, to a 
stroke of buainoss. In Bomo of the rural 
districts of British Columbia Justico 
might truly bo painted blind— stone 
blind, blind in a sense different from 
that in wbicb. blindnosB becoraoth Jua- 
tioe. An instance was brought, boforo 
the Logirlaturo yosterday by petition, 
and wbioh will, wo trust, recoivo such 
oarefal investigation and meet with 
inch substantial relief as may tond to 
reformation and restiiution. Inasmuch 
as the present cubo may bo taken to be 
a representative ono, involving principles 
which concern the sol tiers genorally, it 
may not bo unfitting that wo should 
plaoe the outlines before the reader, lu 
1869 two preemption olaima wero taken 
np not far from Clinton, by Mr J H 
Br jwu aud Mr VY 11 Kay. It was in- 
tended to work thoso two claims ns ono 
farm ; tho dwelling was erected on tho 
party line, ono half standing on each of 
tho claims, and tho farm buildings wero 
for tho most part erected upou Brown's 
claim, tn 1867 Brown rotumed to 
England, leaving Kay in actual occupa- 
tion, as his agent. In 1809 one Edward 
Allan applied to tho Stipendiary Mag- 
letrate ot Lbo District in which tho laud 
is situated, for a portion ot Brown's 
claim. Kay opposed tho application, re 
ferring tho Magistrate to the faots of 
actual occupation aud tho existanco of 
jmprovemeniH far beyond what the law 
required. The Magistrate insisted upon 
written evideuoo that Kay oooupted with 
Brown's consent. Kay asked that rea- 
sonable lime might be allowed him to 
obtain fcuch evidence. Tho Magistrate 
promised to grunt such delay. Impor- 
tuned by Allan, the Magistrate deter- 
mined not to wait, and the trial was 
fixed for the luBt Court day. Tho on6o 
was, of course, docided against Kay, or, 
moro properly speoktug, against Brown , 
ior want of written evidence. The mail 
which arrived the very next day 
brought written documents establishing 
tho right of Kay to not for Brown, and 
■bowing the injustice of hurrying legal 
proceedings in this cafe. Embolden- 
ed by his success, ihe man Allan, not 
satisfied, with the halt of Nuboth's 
vineyard, mado a bold stroke 
for the remaining pari, including 
fenced lands, farm buildings and one- 
half of the dwelling-house in which Kay 
and his family resided I Without the 
slightest protonso on tho part of Allan 
of having complied with the law, which 
requires stakes to bu planted and 
notices to bo posted for or.o calendar 
month, &C, the Magistrate granted the 
application on the same day on which it 
wasvuide! la consequence of this 
grant, and without a writ» Allan pro- 
ceeded to take f..rc ; blo possession, tear- 
ing down and destroying fences, farm 
buildings, and even attacking, axe in 
hand the o!d roof-lreo which sheltered 
Kay 'and his family, and thot, too, dur- 
ing tho inclement eenson ol tho year. A 
breach of the peace was tho result —as 
how could it be otherwise f-aud the 
peace of our S< vereigo Lady the Queen 
is still et.dangorod thereby. Wo have 
elated the facts jost as they have been 
plated boforaus ; nor do we hold our> 
selves in nny way responsible for the 
correctness of these facts. But 
wo cannot hesitate to aflirm that, should 
tho principal allegation* set forth in tho 
petition pr-.Bontcd to the Legislative 
Council yesterday, bo pupporteu by ovi- 
denco and of the ability ot the petition- 
er to do which we cannot entertain a 
doubt, a case of flagrant injustice will 
havo been established, one ogling for 
the intervention ol tho Legislature It 
must bo observed that ibis is something 
more than an individual grievance. In 
bo far us the potitioner is concerned, he 
is as a British subject, entitled 10 jus- 
tice to protection against injustice, to 
substantial indemnification. But every 
settler has an interest in this case. Lvor.y 
man in tho Colony concerned to know 
wuiiher, an lbo reblllt of tho stup.dity. 
or, posMbly. something worse, ot a 
petty Magistrate, his property is liable 
t„ be wantonly destroyed before his 
eyes, his hearth rudly invaded, tho old 
roof-tree hacked down and tm wile and 
fledirlini's cruelly unhoused and heart. 
les=lytu ned out in the piercing winds 
of bleak November. The colonists desire 
to bo informed upon these points, M'd, 
in their name, we udjuro the Legisla- 
ture to muke the most thorough, search- 
iug and impartinl inve stigatio n.

A Coal Pit ou Fire for a Hundred 
Y<a s. 



(From the London News ) 
Ono of tho mosl curious pneaomona in con- 
nection with coal mining is exhibited at tho 
Bank Colliery, near Rothcrham, tho property 
• f Earl Fitzwilliam. Tills pit caught Gro 100 
years ago, and all the efforts of tho workmen 
at the timo an J subsequently havo beenjquito 
ineffectual to extinguish it. A short time ngo 
it was ascertained that the flames were ap- 
proaching the bottom of the shaft, and it 
was the;; resolved, If possiblo, to Btay their 
progress so that they might not extend to 
other parts of the workings. At length tho 
superintendent of tho collieries, Mr T Cooper, 
conceived tho idoa of buiidint? a wall to shut 
in tho fire, and iu order to ascertain tho beBt 
site for this wall, sevoral ot tho officials crept 
on their hands and kueas through the dense 
stifiing smoke, as far as possiblo intc the 
workings, Their efforla wero successful, and 
a wall is now computed nonrly 1000 yards in 
length, and varying from 9 inches to 5 feot in 
thickness. At distances varying from 30 to 
50 yards, motal pipes havo been inserted in 
this wall, which are securely plugged nt tho 
end, so that any time, by relieving the plugs, 
the stnto of tbo air on the side of the fire, and 
even the fire itsoll, can ho ascertained. So 
intoneo is the bent arising from this firo that 
people possessing gardens above tho colliery 
declare that tbo growth of plants is materially 
affected, and that thoy ara enabled to obtain 
'.wo or three crops every year.
